The reasons for union, advanced from time to 


time by the press of Victoria, havé been nnmer- | 


ous enoagh and varied enough ;|\ but, unforta- 
nately for their cause, those rensons have, like 


the handle of agug, been all on one side, But 


do we not admit too much in giving a sort-of an- | 


thinking and general assent to the assumption 
that sucha connection would confer real and 
permanent benefits upon Vancouvet! Island, ag a 
colony? We think that a careful!) examination 
of the whole subject will produce a teply in the 
affirmative—that any substantial advantages like- 
ly to accrue to that cylony froin the proposed 
upivn are, to Say the least, extremely problem- 


atical. Long accustomed to haug bpon British | 


‘Columbia tor that support which they lacked the 
spirit and self-reliance to create for ‘themselves, 
the people of Victoria, now that they tio longer 
have easy access to our treasury, fiud it hard to 
etand upon their own bottom, or rednée to prac- 
tice that lively faith which they used. to profess 
in the material resonrces and natural al vantages 
of Vancouver Island. After all their frothy col- 
umns of cant and brag about the commercial 
advantages of Victoria—* the Venice of the Pa- 
cific” —as a supplying emporium for the surround- 
ing countries, both British and foreign, what do 
we now find?) No sooner does our Guverntnent 
enact a Customs Tariff, based upoi) the asual 
principles which prevail in other countries, and 
placing Vancouver Island upon ptecisely the 
same footing as every other colony. or country 
with which we may have commercial intercourse, 
then we hear the cry of “ hostile lepislation” 
from Victoria braggarts. Is her vaunted supre- 
macy all empty wind, that Victoria objects to en- 
ter the lists with other and more distant compet- 
itors for our custon), upon equal terdis? Is her 
position really so weak and her hold upon. ¢om- 
Merce 80 fragile that they must. be propped up 
by special enactmerit on our part? . If their pre- 
tensions are tenable and their basis sound the 
people of the neighboring colony ought. to hail 
with joy and gratitude ‘a tariff which ik calculated 
to confer important advantages upon them over 
their more distant competitors, If their vaunted 
*‘free port” is all they would/ have us believe it 
to be, their close proximity to this colony should 
leave them nothing to fear, under the Operations 
of the new tariff, while in respect to (all native 
products and manufactures it accords! the most 
ample protection against all outside competition. 
This the Governor has very clearly enunciated 
in his memorable reply to the “ bogne petitiin” 
to which Victoria gave birth on the 95th Febru- 
ary ; and he also tells them very plainly that, 
“Tf Vanconver Island is not in a pesition | to 
profit by this beneficial irrangement @f our law, 
you (the petitioners) will see thet that is no fea. 
son why Victoria should) by doing the principal 
comnercial operations of this colony; levy a toll 
on a tat we use uf consume,” ; 

But we have been led \away from ithe point 
with which we set out. Ip her clamor for union 
Victoria commits the grave error of jimagining 
herself the whole colony. That an iNegitimate 
and undue hold upon the commerce of this col. 
ony, enjoyed through the medium of a partizan 
Governor, has forced up that tuwn noone will 
attempt.to deny ; and that a return to\that sys- 
tem, or the perpetration of a union updn a basis 
which would confer all the advantages of that 
system, would tend to the aggrandisement of Vie- 
toria we frankly admit. In other words, the nnion 
they seek to foree upon as would probably large- 
ly benefit the tuwn of Victoria, But, in benefit- 
ting that town would the colony of which it is 
the capital be materially benefitted ? «We main- 
tain that it would not, Indeed, the very reverse 
would be the case. Victoria has been! truly. te- 
presented as the great wen of the island ; and 
80 long as it can manage to subsist, leech-like) 
“upon a wealthy neighbor, just so long’ will the ip- 
terests of the colony, be ignored and its resources 
remain dormant. Outside of the single/town of 


Victoria there is no desire for union, sityply be- 


cause there is nothing to be gained by it. It is, 
therefore, clearly the interest of Vancdaver Is- 
Jand, as a whole, that Victoria should ibe con- 
vinced, and the sooner the better for all concern. 
ed, that she must rely more upon the resources 
of the colony to which she belongs, and that if,
